MSSIESICiBlJPOEKlHqS OF ALOOHOLIO STUI- 
ULANTS. 

In a lata number of the Edinburgh 
Bevievy;^^ $n fexbaustivcand earofully- 
written paper upon "The rhvsiologi- 
cal Inftuonce of Alcohol." It i.s calm 
and scientific, not eniolionnl, but 
crowded witli facta and information. 
According to this artioie.wheo a spiri- 
tuous drink is taken into the body it 
does not simply run through the dis- 
gestive cavity of the body, 1)ut it ruus 
through the blood before buforeit can 
find any escape, and it clings to that 
bloodi6r a considerable period, flowing 
with'it round and roiand through the 
circling stream of its incrdasiug pro- 
gress. It goes everywhere, iu each 
fibre, membrane and tissue, and tills 
and saturates each vital organ— flesh, 
brain, heart, liver, luug, kiduey, skin 
and secreting apparatus. Wherever 
there should be.blood under the natu- 
ral arrangements of life, there is now 
blood mingled with the alcoholic 
spirit. 

Articles of food are "complex bod- 
ies, built up from simpler elements by 
the eflort of yfl^etablo life." Alcohol 
is not Bttc'h' &''c!Omplex principle. The 
foods whichjfurmsh substance to the 
living structures aro,for the most part, 
cotapdsed ^\'ith the aid of nitrogen , 
and have therefore an aflinity with the 
vital parts of tlie human structure. 
"The fibrin of the blood, the muscular 
flesh, the cartilages and tsBdons, the 
membranes arid the the skin,' tte soft 
nerve-pulp and the brain, are all so 
many examples of nitrogeuized mat- 
ter." But alcohol is entirely devoid 
of nitrogen in auy form. In. ,the ex- 
ceptionttl cases vrhere alcohol has been 
found useful as a medicine, an un- 
natural condition of the body exists, 
an^Jihyiioiana should determine when 
stiffiurants'aB'a^ medicine are fieces- 
sary. 

The parts of the body which possess 
the most energetic vitality, the braiu, 
the nerves and the nervous material of 
the spinal cord, are principally com- 
posed of matter of the most pulpy con- 
eistence, so soft that it may be almost 
termed melting. This nerve pulp is 
pa^k^in^.,minute filmy sacks aud 
t;uDeB'diBeecna1>le only by microscopic 
aid,,, -Thxpugh. these tiny and almost 
invisible films the blood is "filtered." 
The nerve pulp appropriates such qual- 
ities of the blood as nourish life and 
and build up the structure, and at the 
same time.they reject and throw back 
into the stream their' own waste par- 
ticles. Large quantities of water en- 
ter into the composition of this pulpy 
matter, and the first evil ellect of al- 
cohol is an "uucuutrollablo impulse" 
to draw water into itself. Excessive 
use of 'ftlcohol hardens and driea up 
the ndrve pulp in such a way as to im- 
pair if not spoil it for its proper office. 
When o.t:cGa3ivo drinking does not pro- 
duce intoxication it is because the 
nerve-pulp has become insensible" as 
an "oiled silk." - 

3!,hB flflsbfid face up^ the app^ach 
oi inebriation is among the earliest 
BignB.bl.tbe disturbance of tlieso doH- 
eate 'filters' in thoir work, llio face be- 
ing among the part.s of tlio body ex- 
ceptionally supplied with iilood. The 
'restraining' of filtering work of the 
pulpy snbsttinceis impaired,and hence 
y^o-pnnatural reception of blood into 
pulp cells. If this unnatural procons 
iS'Topeated, or bucomos liabitual, the 
blotches, rod, swollen or pimpled face 
is the result of keeping the nerve-pulp 
saturated with alcohol, and the ' deLi- 
«5Ate',n3i,einli»fanes, thickened, dried and 
MOy B^oV through the akin. 

The first stages of intoxication are 
shown i'fl'"fclie want of couimaud over 
the lower lip and lower limbs. The 
norvo-pulp of the spinal cord is touch- 
ed. The muscles feel the torj'or. 
"rrainbliiii^ aud .shuddoriug follow. 
NiJxt'the' nerve-pul[J^f the brain comes 
under evil influence, and the control 
of '"the judgment and the will disap- 
pears. Wlien a man is what is termed 
•dead drunk,' the paialvciis of tlio 
t^igher norvo centres and of the 
breBin» 'iB'" "carried to its full end. 
All inlets of the Senses are closed, all 
consciousness aud sensation is dos 
troyed, and all power oi voluntary 
movement ia effaced. Tbo heart — the 
B»at of life— toils on. ' If an eaormous 
quantity of alcohol is swallowed at 
otfoeri^B'in the case of foolish wagers, 
the toil of the heart boon ceases and 
the man is dead iudood. But in ordi- 
nfiry instances the torpor saves life, as 
it.Rtopsr the drinker just at the ..point 



when further drinking would kill him 
outright. ' ' .-.^i^ '^LJ.:^!-,^ 

- Wi|th this general view of- the effects 
of alcohol, and the nlanner in which 
thay are produced, it is easy to under- 
stand why headache, sleeplessness, 
nausea, palpitation of the heart, and 
the 'trembling delirium' accompany 
and follow th^^jexcessivo use of alpo- 
hol. ' A poison in'the stomach can be 
pumped out or voided. A poison in 
the blood must wait removul till the 
ofTorts of nature ellect it. 13ut when 
nature itself is abusedjor jimpj^ired, its 
recuperative poy?er soo^.oebomes des- 
troyed. Tho offeefc. pf'feontinued alco- 
holization upon'tha Hverj kidneys, and 
stomach it is unnecessary to describe, 
as they are well undorstood. But 
where the mischievous process begins 
and how itis continued are points new 
to the most non-medical reaS^rs.
